He said cases 
of osteomyelitis, or bone infection, 
are ’‘down to a mere dribble.” He 
recalled that the .Medical Center 
baa successfully treated three men 
with email foreign particle* In the 
m uscular walla of their hearts. 
I respite the effectiveness of anti* 
biotics. Army medical men empha­ 
sise that they are not “magic.” and 
are no substitute for sound surgi­ 
cal principles or well-trained su r­ 
geons. 
They stress the need for contin­ 
ued carn in avoiding infections in 
operations. 
Strait declared that much of the 
success in treating wounded men in 
Korea has been due to the presence 
of trained physicians and surgeons 
in the aid stations and hospitals. 
Ile paid high tribute to the value of 
the training program which has 
linen conducted since World War II.

area is inaccessible to them. For 
many wounded men. therefore, sur­ 
gery is the only answer. 
At least one case has been noted 
whete a hidden abscess was found 
iu the brain of a man who had re­ 
ceived a head wound. This man had 
been treated with one or more 
antibiotics, which saved his life by 
killing germ s in his blood stream. 
Hut the germ s walled themselves 
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off in the abscess, and would have 
killed him eventually if their refuge 
had remained undiscovered. 
Nevertheless. Army doctors credit 
antibiotics with these remarkable 
results: 
1. Saving the lives of a substan­ 
tial percentage of men who other­ 
wise would have died of wounds. 
2. Preventing permanent disabili­ 
ties in many others. 
S. Curbing Infections to an extent 
where definitive operations ran be 
accomplished sooner, thus restoring 
men to health and reducing the 
period of hospitalization. 
4. Making operations unnecessary 
in numerous instances.
